Dear Mr. Rondot: 


It was interesting to receive your letter, making an 
inquiry concerning the genealogy of the Alter family, of 
which you evidently are a member by reason of your great grand- 
mother who, as you state, was a Mrs. Mary Getty. 


According to our records and oral tradition, my grand- 
father, John Alter, came from Viernheim, Germany, to the United 
States in the late 1840's. He was one of the youngest in the 
family, according to the word which has come down to us, being 
between 17 and 18 years of age. Later his three sisters also 
came to the United States, and settled in Fort Wayne. These 
three sisters were Mrs. Sophia (Alter) Offenloch, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth (Alter) Klug, and your great grandmother, Mrs. Mary Getty. 


My grandfather was the only one who did not live in 
Fort Wayne. He joined the American Army during the Mexican War 
and drove an army wagon in Arizona. Later on he went to St. 
Louis, and from St. Louis to Toledo where he married a young 
woman who, with her family, had been traveling companions on 
the ship coming from Germany to America. 


Viernheim, Germany, located some five miles from the 
Rhine in the former dutchy of Hesse, was the original home of 
the Alter family that emigrated to America. I have not had the 
opportunity of keeping in close touch with the many cousins of 
the third and fourth generation living in Fort Wayne. In Toledo 
there are no longer any members of the Alter family. My 
father's brother, who was Dr. Francis Alter, an eye, ear and 
throat specialist, died some thirty years ago. He had three 
sons who were doctors, but they all moved West to California, 
except one who I understand is in Tucson, Arizona, namely, Dr. 
Albert Alter. 


Of my own immediate family there were two sisters, 
Lillian and Gertrude, and a brother, Alfred. All are dead and 
gone to heaven. Only my brother was married. He had an only 
son, who is with the Bell Telephone Company and is now located 
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in Cleveland. After serving awhile in Toledo and subse- 
quently in Columbus, he was recently transferred to Cleveland. 


I am enclosing a photograph which was circulated at 
the time of my golden jubilee in the priesthood. I was or- 
dained for the Diocese of Toledo, served there for twenty-some 
years, then went to Washington, D.C. as Director of the 
National Catholic School of Social Service (affiliated with 
the Catholic University of America), was made Bishop of Toledo 
in 1931, and then in 1950 was transferred to Cincinnati as 
Archbishop. I retired from office in 1969 and am continuing 
to live here in the Bishop's House since my retirement. 


I know that there are many distant relatives in Fort 
Wayne, but I have not kept in touch with them, except with 
those on my mother's side (she was a Kuttner). Quite evi- 
dently you have joined the ranks of those who are looking up 
their genealogy or, in a more sophisticated mode of expression, 
seeking their identity, whatever specious meaning this latter 
word may imply.

GREGOR KLUG, born September 2, 1846, in Ulmbach, Kreis Schluechtern, Hesse 
Kassel, Germany, son of Johann Friederich and Anna Katharina (Seipel) Klug. Johann 
Klug’s family according to age were Elizabeth (twin), Amand (eldest son and heir to 
estate), Sybilla and Christina (twins), Katharina, Regina, Therodia, Gottfried, GRE GOR, 
Karolina and Lukas. 


In August, 1867, six months after the death of his father, Gregor, being dissatisfied 
with the are: rules of Germany, left home for America, crossing the Atlantic on the 
third voyage of the new Steamship Germania. This boat was blown up with a time clock 
dynamite bomb in Hamburg harbor with great loss of life about one and a half years 
later. He came direct to Fort Wayne, where he already had two sisters. One of them, Eliza- 
beth, the wife of Joseph Kuttner, and the other, Christina, the wife of Henry Grothus, 
both of them pioncer settlers of Fort Wayne. Shortly after his marriage Gregor Klug em- 
barked in the retail boot and shoe business on Hanna Street, which he conducted for prac- 
tically fifty years at the same location, retiring in favor of one of his sons in his seventy- 
fourth year. Up to this time he had no known relative by the name of Klug in America 
outside of his own family. 


ELIZABETH ALTER, born September 12, 1649, in Viernheim, Hessen Darmstadt, 
Germany, daughter of Nicholas and Katherine (Weidner) Alter, Nicholas Alter’s family 
according to age were Nicholas, Sophia, Peter, ELIZABETH, John, George, Jacob, Mary 
and Frank W. Grandfather Alter with his family left Germany for America in 1855, cross- 
ing the Atlantic in a sailing vessel in 48 days. They had a most eventful and terrifying 
voyage with much sickness and trouble aboard ship, one of their own little ones died on 
the boat between New York and Foledo: He first-eame to Toledo where he already had 
an older brother, John Alter, established in the trucking business. Atthat time Toledo was 
a small village, a very unhealthy swampy place with much fever and ague. After living 
there about one and a half years they had to leave on account of fever. They then came 
to Fort Wayne, which was then practic lly a wilderness with many Indians and wild

Bishops tackle 
diverse matters 
at NCCB meet 


WASHINGTON (NC) — At their Nov. 12-15 general meet- 
ing in Washington the U.S. bishops: 

+ Held their first discussions on the first draft of a pro- 
posed pastoral letter on Catholic social teaching and the 
U.S. economy, but took no formal action. The second draft 
is due next spring. 

+ Approved new guidelines for the continuing education 
of priests and for the permanent diaconate. 

° Rejected a proposed version of the Psalms — the Grail 
Psalter — revised to eliminate masculine words like 
“him” when they refer to women as well as men. Some 
bishops questioned whether the new version obscured the. 
meaning of some Psalms that prophesied the coming of the 

_ Messiah. 

¢ Decided to leave up to each diocese the age for adminis- 
tering the sacrament of confirmation rather than recom- 
mend a preferred age nationwide. 

+ Received a recommendation from a special committee 
studying the implications of the proposed Equal Rights 
Amendment that the bishops not change their position of 
being officially neutral on the ERA. 

¢ Heard a brief report on the progress of a Vatican-man- 
dated study of religious orders in the United States. 

® Approved giving the bishops of Thailand $4 million over 
the next three years for refugee camps there. 

® Had pulled from the agenda by their liturgy committee 
a proposed new eucharistic prayer that would have been 
added to the four eucharistic prayers now in use at Mass.

Tiny Woman With Smile Hasn’t ‘Weakened’

Every morning Elfrieda App 

tells herself, “It’s a great life if 
you don’t weaken. Thank God for 
a new day. I’ll try to do the best I 
can.” 
Life has been good for the tiny 
woman who always wears a smile. 
She shared her secret of getting 
along in life — a pleasant, beauti- 
ful relationship with people. 

But another beautiful 
relationship she’s had has been 
with the organ. That musical in- 
strument has fascinated Elfrieda 
since she was a child. Then it was 
in the convent at St. Joseph’s 
Hospital; now it is in the new hos- 
pital chapel. And she has played 
it for the past 50 years. 

When she was 6 or 7 years old, 
Elfrieda Schanz began going with 
her mother to Sunday vesper 
services at the convent. She fell in 
love with the old pipe organ then. 
She was a young woman when she 
got a chance to substitute for the 
nun who usually played. She was 
a pianist and soon picked up the

organ technique. She played for 
two services a day before the con- 
vent was closed and now does just 
one service. She has also been a 
supply organist for several Catho- 
lic churches in Fort Wayne. 

“This is the organ I’ve always 
played on,” she said, seated at the 
old organ in the new chapel. “I’m 
not a grandiose player. I can make 
a lot of noise on this.” 

She likes the old favorites, like 
“Whispering Hope.” 

She’s also sacristan for the 
chapel, which involves getting 
things ready for services and put- 
ting them away afterwards. 

Elfrieda remembers her first 
regular job. She kept books for 
her father, who was a well-known 
photographer. He was the first to 
make photographs on paper neg- 
atives and Eastman Kodak Co. 
sent his work all over the world. 
He died in 1935. 

In 1920, Elfrieda married An- 


drew App, who had served in the 
Navy in World War I. He was sec- 
retary of public works for 10 years 
and later went into the construc- 
tion business. He died in 1962, af- 
ter being in and out of Naval hos- 
pitals for many years. 

When her husband first went 
into the hospital, Elfrieda took a 
job to help support their children, 
David and Sally. She was exec- 
utive secretary of St. Joseph’s 
School of Nursing for 22 years. 
Then she worked 15 years as pur- 
chasing agent for the hospital, re- 
tiring at age 76. She set up the 
purchasing department during 
the hospital’s first renovation. 
Before that, many people were or- 
dering, with no system. She re- 
membered, “I even ordered some 
of the heavy material. It was quite 
an education.” 

She saw the other side of the 
hospital when she was a patient, 
about five years ago for a leg 
problem and last year for cataract 
surgery. She said, “I got wonder- 
ful care as a patient here. I had a 
great time. I think it helped be- 


cause they knew me.” 

She used to travel east twice a 
year, then once a year to see her 
family. David App, retired from 
ABC-TV, lives in Rutherford, 
N.J., and Sally Rafferty, a nurse, 
lives in Ruxton, Md. Together, 
they have af total of 12 children. 
“You should see me amongst 
them,” Elfrieda said. She is only 4 
feet 8 inches tall and her grand- 
sons top six feet. Her doctor ad- 
vised her not to make the long 
trip again, so she missed her 
granddaughter’s wedding last 
weekend. 

Even the trip to the hospital 
isn’t as easy as it once was. In bad 
weather, the hospital used to send 
a van, even though Elfrieda lives 
Just across the street. Now a se- 
curity guard escorts her. She said, 
“I can’t get in the van anymore. 
I’m so short and it’s so high.” 

Reflecting on her life, Elfrieda 
said, “I’ve seen a lot of changes. 
Whatever I do is never hard to 
me. I just manage it some way. 
There’s always a was of doing it,” 
she said.
